REMARKS 

Claims 1-9, 11, 12, 22 and 23 are now currently pending in the present application. 
Claims 10 and 13-21 have been cancelled in the present response. Claims 1 and 11 have been 
amended to incorporate the subject matter of now-cancelled claims 10 and 13. Claims 1 and 11 
have been further amended to correct editorial matters. New claims 22 and 23 have been added, 
which is supported by the prior claim set and the specification, at least, at page 4, lines 3-9. No 
new matter has been added by way of the present claim amendments. 

Rejection under 35 TJS.C. 112, First Paragraph 

Claims 1-9, 11 and 12 stand rejected as failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement. 

In the present response, claims 1 and 11 have been amended to incorporate the allowable 
subject matter of claims 10 and 13. That is, the present claims now require that biologically 
accessible silver is administered in an amount of 0.5 - 50 mg of biologically accessible silver per 
litre preparation. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that the outstanding claim 
rejection has been overcome. Withdrawal thereof is respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 1 and 11 stand rejected as being indefinite. 

In the present response, claims 1 and 1 1 have been amended to delete the exemplary 
phrase "including human beings". Moreover, new claims 22 and 23 have been added which 
specify the preferred animals within the scope of the present invention. In light of the present 
claim amendments, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the outstanding claim 
rejection. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant kindly thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 10 and 13-21 contain 
allowable subject matter. In the present response, independent claims 1 and 11 have been 
amended to incorporate the allowable subject matter. Thus, Applicant respectfully submits that 
each of the pending claims is now in condition for allowance. A Notice of Allowance is 
earnestly solicited.
